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ANIMAL FRIENDS SUMMER SCHOOL 
President Cites Need For New Building 


AppRESSING SOME 300 parents and 
children at the closing exercises of 
the 19th annual Summer School 
sponsored by the Animal Rescue 
League of Boston as Trustee of the 
Baxendale Memorial Foundation, 
Dr. Carlton E. Buttrick stressed the 
need for a new classroom facility to 
handle the increasing number of 
boys and girls wishing to enroll in 
the Animal Friends Summer School. 

Dr. Buttrick’s point was well taken. 
For the first time a double session 
was being run to try and accommo- 
date the overflow of applicants that 
had occurred in the previous two 
years. Even though 143 youngsters, 
73 in the morning session and 70 in 
the afternoon, had been enrolled 
(the maximum present facilities will 
permit), many others had to be 
turned away. 

Again this year the object of the 
school was to “stimulate the chil- 
dren’s thoughts and deeds to appre- 
ciate, enjoy and increase their knowl- 
edge and understanding of animal 
life.’ This objective was attained 
through lectures, expert instruction,

Approximately twenty-five children 
participated in this program and a 
variety of pets were shown. 

Qualified instructors taught ani- 
mal appreciation in a variety of 
ways through craft projects. Children 
were shown how to make papier- 
maché animals; were taught the 
intricacies of basket weaving; how 
to make dog leashes and other ar- 
ticles from gimp; the art of leather 
work; and how to put together card- 
board animals and stuffed animals. 
Two other popular classes were those 
in dog obedience and nature study. 
Yeoman help was also provided by 
Mrs. Carlton Buttrick and Mrs. 
Henry Gascoigne. 

Special lectures were given by 
League President, Dr. Buttrick, on 
the “‘History of the Baxendale Mem- 
orial Foundation.” Herman A. Weis- 
ner of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Game, Southeast Dis- 
trict, explained wildlife control meth- 
ods and showed various kinds of 


humane traps used to catch and con- 
trol wild animals. Mr. Weisner also 
showed a film about our forests. 
Colonel Eugene S. Clark of Sand- 
wich, well-known in the field of 
marine biological research and popu- 
lar lecturer, gave a wonderful color 
slide talk on ‘‘Marine Life in Tide 
Pools.”

only for themselves but for their dogs as well. 

A Boston family moving to Houston, for example, 
can fly their dog with them for about $8.00; an Atlantan 
can take his pet on a trip to Chicago for about $6.00, 
according to rates listed in Eastern Airlines “Air Travel 
Guide for Dogs and Cats,” prepared in cooperation with 
the Gaines Dog Research Center, New York. 

When planning to transport a dog by air, check 
with the airline to determine individual regulations and 
health certificate requirements. Be sure to make in- 
quiries and reservations well in advance of the desired 
date as each flight carries a limited number of animals. 

Some airlines, both domestic and foreign, permit 
dogs to accompany their owner in the passenger cabin 
provided the animal is small enough to be confined in a 
container fitting in the space between seats. Maximum 
carrier size is about 18” long, 12’ wide and 13” high. 
Passengers with carry-on pets are usually asked to sit 
behind the divider bulkheads, which have the most leg 
room on the average plane, with the container at their 
feet. 

Other airlines require dogs to travel as excess bag- 
gage, if on the same flight as their owner, or shipped as air 
freight if unaccompanied. In either case, dogs are safely 
and comfortably accommodated in an air conditioned, 
pressurized baggage compartment. 

To further insure the pet’s well-being, the Center 
offers this additional advice: 

Attach the name, address and telephone number of 
the owner or person meeting the flight to the shipping 
crate and put the same information on a tag fastened to 
the dog’s collar. (For this purpose, the Center cautions 
against using chain choke collars, which may cause 
strangulation.) 

Send accurate details to the person receiving the 
animal: time of arrival, airport (remember major cities 
often have more than one airport), airline, flight number 
and air waybill number. This last is essential in case for 
any reason the pet must be traced. 

Your dog’s kennel or crate should be large enough 
for him to stand or lie down but not large enough for him 
to be jounced if the flight is rough. The kennel should have 
provision for fastening a water dish, and for long trips, a 
packet of food on the outside. If you do not have your 
own kennel, one can be purchased, sometimes rented, 
from individual airlines. 

Accustom the dog to his kennel before the flight and 
check with-your veterinarian about the use of tranquiliz- 
ers if the dog is excitable or not accustomed to being 
confined.

BROTHER BUZZ SUMMER SCHOOL 


THREE YEARS AGO the “Brother Buzz” Summer School 
was organized at the Headquarters building of the Ani- 
mal Rescue League of Boston to help children to appre- 
ciate and enjoy animals, as well as to increase their 
knowledge and understanding of animal life. The school 
was named for “Brother Buzz’, a marionette bee, 
featured character in a series of television films on animal 
life produced by the Latham Foundation for Humane 
Education in cooperation with The American Humane 
Association. One of the daily features at summer school 
was a visit with “Brother Buzz”, through the medium of 
motion pictures, to a new experience with animals. 
This year more than fifty children, ages eight to 
twelve, registered for three weeks of summer school. In 
addition to the educational films, the school offered 
handicraft classes and a number of special events. The 
school activities were under the direction of Miss Harriett 
Flannery, League Director of Humane Education. As- 
sisting her were Mrs. Gloria Holbrook, Miss Ann Durkin, 
and Earl Wentzel. The junior group made plaster molds 
which they painted, hanging planters, and decorated 
bottles. The ceramics group made candy dishes and 
animal figures from clay, and baked enamel pins. An- 
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other group made stained glass bottles and decorative 
pieces of tile. The woodworking class made useful bird 
houses and bird feeders. 

Special events were designed to broaden the chil- 
dren’s interest and appreciation of animals that serve 
mankind in various ways. Early in the session a tour of 
the League’s shelter and clinic facilities gave them an 
idea of the animal welfare work of the organization. 

The Boston Police Department was particularly 
cooperative in providing two special events with dogs 
from the Canine Corps and horses from the Mounted 
Police Patrol. Patrolmen Tony Cesero and Bob Federico 
brought their dogs to demonstrate the work of the Canine 
Corps. And on another day Patrolmen Michael Connolly 
and Dennis Vitale brought ““‘Domino”’ and “‘Pete’’, two 
of the Mounted Patrol horses, to demonstrate and ex- 
plain the saddle and bridle, and how the horses work in 
the control of crowds. 

The children learned about the beginnings of life 
from an egg-hatching demonstration.

Many of the parents expressed their sincere appreciation 
for the work of the League on behalf of their children, 
and wished that the school could continue for the rest of 
the summer because the children had enjoyed it so much.
